Cash wheat premiums dropped 
ten cents a bushel in Kansas 
City Monday and immediately 
Circlev ille g rain men absorbed 
vha lf the drop. Wheat is soiling 
4? or $1.9 5 in Kansas City and an 
ev en $2 in Circlev ille compared 
to $2.05 before the drop. 
Kansas City officials said the 
decline, one of the big g est carlot 
market slumps in history , was 
due to ‘‘an adjustment to the new 
crop prices.” 
The downward rev ision of pre­ 
miums to a new crop basis has 
been 24 cents in the la st three 
trading sessions.

The most prominent fig ure 
to die in an automobile a cci­ 
dent was William A. Julian, 
treasurer of the United States. 
He was killed in a head-on col­ 
lision near Rockv ille, Md. .

The outpouring of some 30 mil­ 
lion motorists in the first l o n g 
holiday of the y ear serv ed to 
boost the toll on the hig hway s.

during the Memorial Day week­

total. Nearly 250 persons l o s t 
their lives on the nation s high­ 
ways.

than 70 years to find what cul­ 
ture mu.st have preceded the 
glittering Maya and Aztec civil­ 
izations. 
True, a few earlier cultures 
had been found, but they always 
revealed a people well along the 
road to civilization, with a corn 
agriculture, 
vell-made 
artistic 
pottery and cloy figurines. 
All these things indicated 
a 
well-organized social group with 
a complex religious and com mu- i 
nity life But where were the tap 
roots of Western civilization, the 
early b e g in n in g s of these basic 
fa tors of modern life? 
All 
investigators 
came 
up 
against 
this 
wall of 
mystery 
sooner or later. 
This was strange, for arche­ 
ologist s have long suspected that 
Mexico was occupied by people * 
some 10,000 to 20,000 years ago 
and logic backed them up. 
Remains of man have b e e n 
found along with animals n o w 
extinct—such as the mammoth, 
giant bison and giant sloth—in 
the sweeping great plains of the 
United 
States,

in Mexico. 
Because this shroud of mys­ 
tery surrounded the or/gins of 
the Mexican people, scientists 
as well as others began to spec­ 
ulate on the possibility that civ­ 
ilization cam e into Mexico from 
somewhere else. 
South 
America, 
Macedonia, 
Egypt, the Southwest and even 
the supposedly lost continents of 
Mu and Atlantis, buried rn the 


depths of the Pacific and the At­ 
lantic, all were suggested aa the 
source of life.

the great plains area conia be 
considered the funnel 
through 
which prehistoric man passed on 
his way to South 
America, 
I 
was convinced that the spout of 
the funnel probably would be 
found in the northern reaches of 
Mexico. 
A study of the map indicated 
the state of Tam auhpas as the 
logical spot. 
The state is isolated 
enough 
from other sections of Mexico so 
that

archeologists

made any but cursory examina­ 
tions of the territory. 
The area itself was on

The amou nt of paralysis varies 
greatly in different cases. Once the 
power b egins to retu rn to the mu s­ 
cles, improvement occu rs rapidly. 
There may also b e su ch symp­ 
toms as tingling or nu mb ness in 


| packs afford relief from pain in 
many cases. It may b e necessary in 
some instances to pu t the patient 
in a respirator. If mu cu s collects in 
the throat, it may b e su cked ou t 
with the projrer device. Splints may 
b e employed to prevent the stretch­ 
ing of weakened mu scles. Later on, 
massage and active exercise are of 
help. 
It wou ld appear that there is rn 
great need for thorou gh stu dy of 
this condition so that the exact 
cau se may b e fou nd and more ade­ 
qu ate means of treatment dis­ 
covered. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
E. P.: I have ringing in the ears 
and a b u rning sensation in the hack 
of my neck. Is this du e to b lood 
pressu re or menopau se? 
Answer: The symptoms you de­ 
scrib e might b e du e to a b lood pres­ 
su re distu rb ance. It is not likely 
that they are du e to the menopau se.

H O B B I E S 
WEBSTER defines a hobby as “ an occu­ 
pation or interest to which one gives h I s 
spare time.’* 
Spare time is the object of wistful longing 
on the port of the world's workers, most of 
whom have little energy to spare for the 
cultivation of hobbies. It seems logical then 
that oilier people who have voluntarily or 
involuntarily 
retired from 
active work 
should fall back on hobbies for occupation. 
The Welfare Department of New York 
City. taking stock of the growing number 
of candidates for old-age assistance, found 
many of them living singly in furnished 
rooms or boarding homes, with no occupa­ 
tion for their long days. Community c e n ­ 
ters have been established for these citi­ 
zens, where occupations such as needle­ 
craft. leatherwork, model-making, sculp­ 
ture. painting, and collecting can be car­ 
ried on. These centers are life-savers for 
lonely old people, who derive immense ben­ 
efit. not only from their occupations, but 
from group activities, and contact with oth­ 
ers of their own age. Some results of their 
work are shown at the Annual Hobby Show 
for Older Persons, which is held at the Am­ 
erican Museum of Natural History. 
Many old people slump, into ill-health, 
either mental or physical, from sheer bore­ 
dom resulting from lack of occupation. A 
hobby which can be carried on at home or 
in a community project may make these 
latter years productive, healthy, and hap­ 
py. Quite often, also, work in the crafts 
turns out to be remunerative. 


D E M O C R A C Y IN J A P A N 
FOR TWO years Japan has been govern­ 
ed by a constitution supplied by American 
occupying forces, and this radical depart­ 
ure from the old Imperial government has* 
not so far gained the full co-operation of 
the people. 
This conclusion has been reached by 
Japanese officials and scholars who have 
recently published the results of their in­ 
vestigations into the workings of democ­ 
racy in Japan. The tendency is still for the 
mass of the people to bow unquestioningly 
to authority imposed from above. Author­ 
ity in this case takes the form of a huge 
body of bureaucrats who are not averse to 
keeping their power to themselves. 
The lower house of the Diet, or legis­ 
lature. is inactive being either unwilling or 
unable to propose legislation or draft laws, 
according to critics. 
It is not surprising that this is true. The 
results of centuries of submission to abso­ 
lute authority cannot be overcome in two 
years. rI he Japanese people must be edu­ 
cated for political responsibility b e f o r e 
they can function in self-government. De­ 
mocracy cannot be successfully t h r u s t 
upon a people who are not ready for it. or 
who do not actively desire it. The wish for 
self-government must come before the act. 


The other day I bought a railroad ticket 
and along with it came this notice in red 
ink: 


“Tile total amount you have paid for your 
ticket includes federal transportation tax. 
j This tax amounts to 15 percent of the tariff 
fare for your ticket, and is in addition to 
the eharge'made by this railroad, 
“This tax was a World War II measure 
designed in part to discourage civilian tra­ 
vel. There is no longer any need from this 
standpoint to continue to impose this extra 
burden on you. 


“ If you feel that this tax should now be 
repealed, you may wish to advise your con­ 
gressman accordingly.’’ 
I 
That is a very smart thing for the rail­ 
roads to do. Most of us imagine that we 
are paying high prices for goods and servi­ 
ces. lf each seller of anything would stipu­ 
late the true price as distinct from taxes, 
federal, state and local, that are added to 
the price, it would give the buyer a better 
idea of the government take. For instance, 
if each package of cigarets contained such 
information, the smoker would realize how 
large a part of the price he pays is not for 
cigarets but to keep alive some 6,000.000 
Americans who are employed by all kinds 
of officials, federal state, and local. 
These officials have fallen on us like a 
plague of locusts eating up our earnings. 
They all require desks, chairs, office space, 
working utensils. Some of them have gov­ 
ernment-paid and 
serviced 
automobiles. 
Some are even housed at government ex­ 
pense. What do they do for us? We could 
probably get along with a third as many. 
What this means is that a large part of 
the American population is hardly familiar 
with what used to be normal American liv­ 
ing; that is, they do not know the United 
States as it was before two world wars and 
a depression. They were born after World 
War I and they had their childhood during 
the depression. They hit World War II in 
their youth. Most of them heard, as child­ 
ren, of their parents’ difficulties, but ex­ 
perienced life only under a government 
that took care of people out of taxes. Most 
of them have never known the thrill of be­ 
ing a “ self-made man.” Dependence is not 
as abhorrent to them as it is to an older 
generation that knew full independence. 
| 
Again, politically, 62.3 percent of the pop­ 
ulation were not born or were less than 21 
years of age on March 4, 1933. When we 
speak of a two-party system, they have no 
’ conception of what that really means. To 
most of them, Franklin D. Roosevelt was 
always President of the United States, with 
Harry Truman as a seconder only because 
I Roosevelt died. They may, if they elected 
to study American history, know of some 
other Presidents, but they never experien­ 
ced one. nor have they ever witnessed a 
political campaign in which the fundamen­ 
tal issues that face the American people 
were discussed, There have been no such 
campaigns during their mature years. 
They do not know what a simple billion 
dollar budget means. They have never 
worked and received a full pay envelope 
without the government deducting a good 
share of their earnings. They are used to 
such deductions.

DIET AND HEALTH 


A Serious Nerve Inflammation 


Bp HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M D. 


INFECTIOUS 
polyneuritis 
is 
one of ths more serious forms of 
nerve inflammation. As the name 
indicates, many of the nerves are 
affected st once. 
The exact cause of this disorder 
has not been found, though it is 
suspected that a virus, that small­ 
est of disease-makers. may be at 
the root of the trouble. However 
this may be, about one-half of the 
cases teem to follow some infection 
in the nose and throat. Others seem 
to occur as the result of poisoning 
with lead or arsenic, or of a severe 
vitamin deficiency, particularly of 
the vitamin B-complex. 
Paralysis of Muscles 
In this condition there may be 
paralysis of the muscles of the 
trunk, back, neck, abdomen, and 
chest. During the acute or active 
stage of the condition, the patient 
may not be able to move the arms 
or legs, raise his head, or feed him­ 
self. The muscles of chewing and 
those which move the eyes are rare 
ly involved. It is common, however, 
to have difficulty in swallowing and 
talking. These are among the first 
symptoms to disappear ss the pa­ 
tient recover*. 
The amount of paralysis varies 
greatly in different esses. Once the 
power begins to return to the mus­ 
cles, improvement occurs rapidly. 
There may also be such symp­ 
toms as tingling or numbness in 


| the feet or hands, or even in th* 
tongue or face. These symptoms 
may occur several days or even 
weeks before paralysis. Redness of 
the hands and feet, and sweating of 
the palms and soles may be present. 
Fever la also noted in some of the 
patients. 
Good Nursing Car* 
In treating patients with poly­ 
neuritis, good nursing care is ex­ 
tremely important. Pain may be re­ 
lieved by the giving of drugs which 
the physician may prescribe. Hot 
packs afford relief from pain in 
many cases. It may be necessary in 
some instances to put the patient 
in a respirator. If mucus collects in 
the throat, it maji be sucked out 
with the proper device. Splints may 
be employed to prevent the stretch­ 
ing of weakened muscles. Later on, 
massage and active exercise are of 
help. 
It would appear that there Is a 
great need for thorough study of 
this condition so that the exact 
cause may be found and more ade­ 
quate means of treatment dis­ 
covered.

E. P.: I hive ringing in the ears 
and a burning sensation in the back 
of my neck. Is this due to blood 
pressure or menopause? 
Answer: The symptoms you de­ 
scribe might be due to a blood pres­ 
sure disturbance.
